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Philology. It is worthy of emphatic remark, that these departments of 
knowledge have received more aid from devoted and earnest missiona- 
ries than from all other classes of inquirers, — their world-renowned 
professors having derived the choicest materials for their master-works 
of scholarly diligence from the observations and researches of those 
self-denying philanthropists. 
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
